LISBON, Aug. 16.—The latest in­ 
vasion and attempted revolution in 
Portugal—the fourth 
since 
King 
Manuel was deposed, and the most 
costly and best organized—has fail­ 
ed because its leaders didn’t under­ 
stand their own countrymen. 
The royalists, knowing, as every­ 
body does, that the peasantry in the 
north are not republicans, came to 
the conclusion that they must be 
staunch royalists. In addition. Cap­ 
tain Paive Gouriero believed that he 
had only to be seen and the army 
would follow him. In both cases they 
were mistaken. 
The peasants in the north are quite 
ignorant, 
and 
scarcely understand 
the difference between the monarchy 
and the republic. If the local squires 
had asked them to fight for the mon­ 
archy they might have done so, but 
the local squires, with a few excep­ 
tions, are far too cautious. 
After several 
months of careful
